Roads in this territory were 
inspected and it is recommended 
that the Victorville and Hesperia 
districts be consolidated and a small 
truck purchased for the district, in 
the interest of economy. 

Roads in the Barstow section, 
those near Ludlow and from Amboy 
to Needle were found in good condi- 
tion.
